“There is something in life

have casualty losses deductible for — 


income tax purposes. at 
nouncement was made today by 
Herman C. Ingram, Designated 
Representative of the Mississippi 
City office of Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Since casualty loss deductions, 
like other income tax deductions, 
must be substantiated, taxpayers 
should at this time start securing 
the necessary records to establish 
the amount of their deductible 
losses. A taxpayer claiming a cas- 
ualty loss may be called upon to 
show: 

1. The nature of the casualty 
and when it occurred; 

2. That the loss was the direct 
result of the casualty; 

3. That he was the owner of 
the property; 

4. The cost or other basis of the 
property, evidenced by purchase 
contract, deed, etc. (Improvements 
should be supported by checks, 
receipts, etc.) 

5. Depreciation allowed or al- 
lowable, if any; 

6. Value before and after 
casualty; and 

7. The amount of insurance or 
other compensation received or 
expected to be received for dam- 
ages to the property, including the 
value of repairs, restoration, and 
clean-up provided without cost by 
disaster relief agencies or others. 

In general, the amount of a cas- 
ualty loss for income tax purposes 
is the lesser of (1) the decrease in 
fair market value reulting from 
the casualty or (2) the adjusted 
basis of the property (cost. less 
depreciation allowed or allowable). 
In some cases repair and cleaning- 
up costs may be used as evidence 
of the decrease in value of the 
property if (1) they are necessary 
to restore the property to its pre- 
casualty condition, (2) the amount 
spent for repairs is not excessive, 
(3) they do no more than take care 
of the damage suffered, and (4) the 
value of the property after repairs 
is no more than its value before ` 
the casualty. Amounts expended 
for protection against future cas- 
ualties are not deductible but 
should be capitalized as permanent 
improvements. a 

The amount of the casualty loss, 
computed in accordance with the 
foregoing rules, must be reduced 
by the amount of any insurance or 
other compensation received or ex- 
pected to be received. Amounts re- 
ceived by you from your employer 
or from disaster relief agencies, in 
the form of cash or property for 
the purpose of restoring or rehabi- 
litating property lost or damaged 
in a disaster, reduces the amount 
of the deductible loss. 

There is a limitation on the 
amount of deduction which you 
may claim. The computed amount 
of each loss is allowed only to the 
extent that such amount exceeds 
$100 The $100 limitation would 
apply to both husband and wife 
filing a joint return; or if they 
filed separate returns, then each 
individual would be subject to a 
$100 limitation for each casualty 
loss. This limitation does not af- 
fect Josses incurred in a taxpayer’s 
trade or business or in connection 
with transactions entered into for 
profit. Such losses will continue to 
be fully deductible.

Commissioner Moore further said 
Southern Bell's tremendously ex- 
panded over-all construction pro- 
gram provides for a continuation 
of the orderly expansion of both 
urban and rural telephone service 
in Mississippi, taking into account 
present and expected growth. 

C. L. Lott, Southern Bell Vice

GAINESVILLE, Miss., . .. The 
Sellers Construction Co. of Hatties- 
burg, Miss. has been awarded a 
subcontract for renovation and 
modification of a portion of the 
former garment manufacturing 
plant on Goodyear Blvd. in Picay- 
une, Miss. occupied by administra- 
tive personnel of the General 
Electric Co.’s Mississippi Test Sup- 
port Department. 

The work, valued at $90,900, 
will include electrical, plumbing, 
flooring, air conditioning and 
painting in a 30,000 square-foot 
portion of the 52,000 square-foot, 
single-story structure. The renova- 
tion is to be completed within 60 
days. 

Personnel of GE-MTSD’s finance, 
materials and logistics, and engi- 
neering sections have worked in 
the off-site facility since last June 
due to a shortage of office space 
at the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s Mississippi 
Test Facility. The renovations will 
provide an office area for 250 em- 
ployees. 

General Electric, through its 
Mississippi Test Support Depart- 
ment, is providing plant and tech- 
nical support for NASA at the test 
site 15 miles southeast of Picayune. 


WELFARE CHECKS 
DECREASED DURING 
MONT H NOVEMBER 


'Miss.’s public assistance case- 
load, total payment, and average 
grant decreaed for the month of 
November. Miss Evelyn Gandy, 
Commissioner of Public Welfare, 
said that federal and state regula- 
tions made it necessary to make 
in the month of November for 
some reductions in welfare checks 
those persons who recently receiv- 
ed increases in their social security 
checks. However, in most instances 
these cuts will be restored in 
December. 

“We realize how extremely low 
our welfare checks are and feel 
fortunate that we have the federal 
and state funds to restore most 
of these cuts in the December 
checks of our aged, blind and dis- 
abled citizens who are eligible for 
welfare assistance,” Miss Gandy 
stated. ; 

Total payments for November 
amounted to $4,350,254, a decrease 
of $123,551 from October. An 
Average monthly grant of $36.44 
was made to 72,229 aged people; 
2,522 blind people received aver- 
age monthly grants of $43.79; 
there were 66,522 dependent child- 
ren who received an average of 
$11.38; and 19,551 permanently 
and totally disabled received $43.54 
as average grants. 

Private hospitals provided hos- 
pital care for 1,005 old age assist 
ance recipients and 25 aid to the 
blind recipients. Cost of Hospital 
Care totalled $133,297.51 of which 
$130,566.82 was for old age assist- 
ance recipients and $2,730.69 for 
aid to the blind recipients. Each 
recipient is eligible for a maximum 
of 20 hospital days each year. 

There were 788 children in fost- 
er boarding homes at a cost of 
$34,057.51 paid from federal, state, 
and local funds. Most of these 
children are dependent or neglect- 
ed. 5

National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration annonuced the re- 
newal of a, contract with the 
General, Electric Co, to provide 
support services for the NASA 
Mississippi Test Facility. 

GE was selected by NASA in 
February, 1962, to support NASA’s 
Apollo Manned Lunar Landing |. 
Program in the systems integra- 
tion, checkout and reliability area. 

In April, 1963, NASA announced 
that it also would negotiate with 
GE to provide support services at 
MTF as part of the firm’s overall 
participation in Project Apollo. 

The renewal contract, NASA of- 
ficials said, is valued at $42,925,000 
and calls for CE to provide techni- 
cai and plant support services in-j 
cluding such technical services as 
engineering, test data operations, 
and cryogenics and propellant 
handling, and such plant support 
services as transportation, security 
and fire protection, marine opera- 
tions, logistic and material, plant 
maintenance, reproduction 
graphic arts, and food services and 
communications. 

Much of this work is subcon- 
tracted by GE to small businesses 
and companies in the local area. 
Currently there are 39 subcontrac- 
tors engaged by GE at MTF. A 
total of 1,445 persons are empioy- 
ed by GE under the contract: 

MTF, a division of NASA's 
George C. Marshall Space Flight 
Center, Huntsville, Alabama, is a 
testing site for rocket engines and 
stages used in the nation’s heavy 
space vehicle programs. 

MTF's immediate mission is to 
test fire the S-IC booster, first 
stage of the Saturn V launch 
vehicle, and the S-II, second stage 
of the Saturn V. 

The NASA site is located in Han- 
cock County, Mississippi, covering 
a total area of 142,000 acres, in- 
cluding a 128,000 acre “buffer” 
zone spilling into Pearl River 
County in Mississippi and St. Tam- 
many Parish in Louisiana. The 
facility itself, now nearing opera- 
tional status, sits on a 13,500 acre 
tract of land on the historic Pearl 
River in Hancock County.
